The Newlnndu joint resolution pro- 


viding for tbe annexation of thfc Ha- 
Wniiao I-lnurls in meeting with de 
termiii»d 
opposition iu the Oiu'er 


State S»i»ite. A majority of the &PH 
ate favor* the resolution and its adop 
tion i* assured if it comex to a vote be- 
foi* Consres* adjourns. It is «laim< d 
by many Senators tbat tbe i-laiid? 
should be annexed by treaty, but 
tbat would require a two-third* vote of 
tbe Senate, and a canvass of tbe mem- 
bers indicated that over one-third ol 
them were opposed to it, tbe joint reso- 
lution method was adopted as it re 
quires only a majority of botb Honsee 
to adopt It. 


It i* charged by the advocate* of an 


negation that tbe Sugar Trust is op 
posed to it, and by the opponent* o 
annexation tbat tbe Sugar Trust is in 
favor of it. These charges are made 
by Senators in tbe balls of Congress 
an 1 it !•< impossible for those not on the 
inatde to determine from tbe debate: 
•a tbe question which is right. I 
seems probable, however, that tbe 
Sugar Trust favors annexation ae sngar 
is not refined on tbe islands though 
large quantities of raw sugar are pro 
daced there, but the attitude of the 
Sugar Kings toward annexation Bbonld 
not influence Congress in the matter 
thonejh it doubtless doee.

The United States Mint at Carson is 


being partially dismantled. By order 
of the Director of the Mint, the large 
Aj»x press, one of the best ever made 
baa been taken down and shipped east. 
This indicate* that no more coin will 
be struck at Carson while* the gold 
party is in power. 
Henceforth, until 


the party which believes in an Ameri- 
can financial policy gets control of the 
Government, the mint will be merely 
an assay office or at best a refinery. 


Other causes besides the hostility of 
o Administration to those who do 


not meekly submit to Hannaium, are 
assigned for shipping the bullion aud 
machinery of the Carson Mint to other 
mints. For years under Republican 
rule the employee of the Government, 
who were sworn arid paid to protect 
the public property at the Mint were 
exercising their talent in devising wuys 
and means to plunder the Goveraniei.t. 
They succeeded in etealiug !j;65,000 
from the Mint and when brought to

vv>-re being persecuted,

were said to have been tampered wif.h 
and all thosB in favor of giving the ac- 
cused a fair trial were denounced as 
unpatriotic by tho "truly' loyal shoots 
of the State, which persisted ia assert- 
ing that $65,000 was dissolved by acids 
and swept away in a sewer. An exper- 
ienced miut official who examined the 
bullion and books at the mint and took 
an active part in the trial of the theives 
sent copies of the papers which de- 
fended the plunderers to Washington 
and made a report which would have 
resulted in closing the Mint for all pur- 
poses bad it not been for our Senators 
and Representative, who had much 
difficulty in getting an appropriation 
for keeping the refinery and assay of- 
fice open. 


This week the annual clean up was 


made at the mint and the inspectors 
found accounts straight and as repre- 
sented, but the Treasury Department 
is determined that no more money 
shall be coined in Nevada while there 
ia a goldbng Administration in power.

Just uow the question of i.ropiuul 


Uurricanes in the West ludiea is moat 
interesting. I have-not yet bud time 
to work out this hurricane question 
out I know, in a general way, the causa 
of these storms. Without special cal- 
culations, I could not hope to give 
nearer than two weeks the dates of 
these dreadful destroyers. 


For two months these hurricanes 


have weighed heavily on the War and 
Navy Departments and the Weather 
Bureau has oaly been able to say that 
July, August, September and October 
are the principal hurricane months in 
the West ludiea and they kuow no 
more. 


Oar navy will be in the West ladies 


in strong force daring July and to 
know even the probability as to hurri- 
canes would be of great importance 
but the Weather Bureau cannot give 
oar navy officers this information. 


.Without claiming to bean expert as 


to West Indian hurricanes I will say 
that probabilities are much greater in 
favor of these storm* in August than 
in July tor this year. 


The history of these storms gives to 


Lugust doable the number that it does 
to July but indications are very much 
against there being any hurricanen this 
July and more in favor of coourence in 
August. 


But this ie not the year for a great 


number of these tropical cyclones and 
no very great West India hurricane is 
expected although a few of the smaller 
of these storms may occur during the 
next four mon'tha.
